Political opportunists in Panama were gird- 


ing for a major clash in the United States be- 
fore the rioting erupted. That is why nothing 
was done by Panama to head off Castroite aid in 
the violence. 


Almost certainly, the outburst is related 


to Panama's approaching elections and the 
standard campaign practice of whipping up 
nationalist feelings. Obivously, Panama has been 
a fertile field for the "anti-imperialist" drive 
being generated throughout Latin America by 
Castro. 


It would be a course of the rankest folly 


for the United States to submit to excessive de- 
mands or to coercion supported by violence. The 
Panama Canal is an important asset for this 
country. It also is Panama's principal resource 
and contributes to the entire hemisphere's secur- 
ity. Its maintenance, efficiency and protection— 
all completely underwritten 
by the United 


States—consequently are of multinational bene- 
fit. 


Extremist demands that the United States 


turn its control of the canal over to Panama or 
to an international authority must not be per- 
mitted to carry the argument.

Words And Consequences 


Words, as anyone who lives and dies by them

To cheering workers he said: "Sooner or later the 
people of all countries wilt gain genuine freedom and 
independence and expel the imperialists from their 
territories."

uttering a sentiment which practically everyone in 
(he West endorses. The British have been getting 
rid of Ihelr colonies one by one, and they arc irked 
no end when, as in British Guiana, they have to 
stay a little longer than they had counted on. Gen- 
eral rle Gail lip coumln't cct out nf Algeria fast 
enough. As for thn United States, Khrushchev should 
know that It has no desire to make money out of 
the Panama Canal: all it wishes (o do is to see 
that the Canal is kept running efficiently, for the 
benefit of world shipping as well a* for the defense 
of the Western Hemisphere as & whole. 


So what harm can Khrushchev's words dn on our_ 


side of the Iron Curtain? None at all. save to stir up 
those whom Lenin called "useful idiots." who have 
already been misled anyway. Bui to a Hungarian, a 
Pole, a Rumania or a Czech, the Khrushchev stntement 
could prove to be incendiary. 


Khrushchev is in a position of bring damned if he 


does and damned if he docsn'l. lie has !o talk about 
"imperialism" and all thai, because his Marxist in- 
doctrination tells him that he must. Bui in a world in 
which (he only two nations (hat are hanging on to their 
colonies are Portugal and Snviet Russia. Khrushchev's 
words are bound to create a vastly uneasy stir every- 
where throughout eastern F,urope. Khrushchev's words 
about freedom do not con.sorl with the memory of 
Soviet tanks in Hungary, or with the realities of the 
Berlin Wall. 


Now lel'.s take a big .jump from Khrushchev's 


speech in a textile plant to Arthur Larsen's "blue- 
print for G. 0. P. victory," as scl forth in a recent 
issue of the Saturday Evening Post. Mr. Larson, an old 
Eisenhower special assistant, thinks he is addressing th? 
anli-Gokhvater "center" of the Republican Party. His 
proposition is that the Republicans can win on a 
slogan of prosperity and peace, and he offers concrete 
ideas to put behind the slogan. 


Much of what Arthur Larsen proposes is right 


down Democrat Lyndon Johnson's alley. But in 
certain areas he takes off on his own. His proscrip- 
tion for gathering In the labor votp is to pnl the 
Republican Party behind profit-sharing plans and 
a scheme for worker purchase nf stock on credit.
